Ir has been afirm'd by ſome who beſt knew New-England, 
That the World will do New England a great piece of 
Injuſtice, if ic acknowledge not a meaſure of Religion, 
Loyalty, Honeſty and Frey in the Pcople there, 
beyond what is to be found with any other People for 
the Number ;of them, When I did a few yeats ago, 
Publiſh a . Book, which mentioned a few memorable 
Witchcrafts, committed in this Country z the excellenr 
Baxter, graced the Second Edition of that Book , with a 
kind Preface, wherein he ſecs cauſe to ſay , If ary are 
Scandalized, that New-England, @ place of as ſ:ricus Piety, 
as any 1. can bear of , under Heaven , ſhou'd be troubled. ſo 
muco with IPuches; I think, is no wouder : ' Where wil 
tne * Lewil, Jhow moſt Maiice, but where he is, hated, ard pateth 
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moſt: And I hope, the Country will till deſerve and 
anſwer the Chariry ſo expreſſed by that Reverend Man 
of God. Whofoever travels over this Wilderneſs, will 
fee it richly beſpangled with Evangelical Churches , 
whoſe Paſtors are holy, able, and painful Overſeers 
of their Flocks, lively Preachers, and vertuous Livers ; 
and ſuch as in their ſeveral Neighbourly” Affociatians , 
have had their Meetings whercat Eccleliaſtical Matters 
of common Concernment are conſidered : Churches , 
whoſe Communicants have been ſerioully examined abour 
their Experiences of Regeneration, as well as about their 
Knowledge, and Belief, and blameleſs Converſation, be- 
fore their admiſhon to the Sacred Communion ; although 
others of leſs but hopeful Attainments in Chriſtianity are 
not- ordinarily deny'd Baptiſm for themfelves'and theirs ; 
Churches, which are ſhye' of uſing any thing in the 
Worthip of God, for which they cannor ſee a Warrant 
of God, but with whom yet the Names ot Congregational 
Presbyterian » Epiſcopalian, or - Antipedobaptiſt, are ſwallowed 
up ia that of Chriſtian , * Perſons of all thofe Perfwaſions 
being taken into our Fellowſhip , whea viſible* Godlineſs 
has recommended them : Churches, which nſtally do. 
Within themſelves manage their own Diſcipline under the 
Condu& of their Elders; but yet call in the help of Sy- 
nods upon Emergencies, or Aggrievancics : Churches, Lalt- 
ly, whercin Multieudes are growing ripe for Heaven e- 
very day ;, and as faſt as thele are taken off: others are 
daily ring up, And by the Preſence and Power of the 


Divine Inſtitutions thus maintained in the Country. We 
are ſtill fo happy, that 1 ſappoſe there is no Land in the- 
Univerſe more free from the debauching, and the deba- 
ting Vices of Ungodlineſs. The Body of the People are 
hicherto fo diſpoſed , that Swearing, Sabbath-breaking, Who- 
ring, Drunkenneſs, and the like , do not make a Gentle- 
man, but a Monſter, or a Goblin, in the vulgar Efti- 
mation. All this notwithſtanding, we muſt humbly con- 
fels ro our God, that. we are miſerably degenerated from 
the firſt Love of our Predeceſſors; however we boaſt our 
felyes a liccle, when Men would go to trample upon ur, 
and we venture to ſay, IWherein ſoever any is bold ( we 
Jpeak fooliſhly) we' a e buld alſo, Thc firtt Planters of Fj wa 
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Colonies were a- choſen Generation of Men, who were 
firſt ſo pure, as to diſceliſh many things which they thought 
wanted Retortnation Elſwhere; and yet withal ſo peaccable, 
that they embrated a voluntary Exile in a ſqualid, horrid, 
American Deſart, rather than to live in Contentions with 
their Brethren.. I hoſe good Men imagined-. that they 
ſhould leave their Poſterity in a_ place, where they ſlioul 
never ſte the Inroads' of Profanity, or ſupe.ſtition:. And a 
famons Perſon returning hence, could in a Sermon before 
the Parliament, profeſs, 1 have now been ſeven Years in a 
Countrey, where - I never ſaw one Man drunk, or heard one 
Oath - ſmoren,, or beheld one Beggar in the Streets all the while, 
Such great Perſons as Budeus, and others, who miſtook 
Sir. Thomas. Mozr's UTOPIA ; for a Country really cxi- 
ſtent, and ſtizr'd up ſome 'Divines charitably ro under - 
take a Voyage thither, might now have certainly found 
a Truth in their Miſtake ; N-w- England was a true Utopia. 
But, alas, the Children. and Servants of thoſe old Planters 
muſt needs afford, many, degencrare Plants, and there is 
now riſen up a Number, ot People, otherwiſe inclined 
than our Joſhua's, and the Elders that our-liy'd them.. 
Thoſe two things our holy” Progenitors, and our happy 
Advantages make Omiſſions of Duty, and ſuch Spiritual 
Diſorders as the whole World abraad is overwhelmed 
with, to be as provoking in us, as the moſt flagitious: 
Wickedtieffes committed in. other places ; and the Miniſters 
of God are aroeaingey ſevere in their Teſtimonies : Buc 
in ſhort, rhoſe Intereſts of the Goſpel, which: were the 
Errand of our Fathers into thele Ends of the Earth, 
have been too much negleded. and poſtponed, and the 
Attainments of an handſome Education, haye- been too 
much undervalued,. by Mulrticudes that have nor fallen: 
into Exorbitances of wickedneſs; and ſome, <cſpecially. of 
our young Ones, when they have got abroad from un- 
der the Reſtraints here laid upon them, have become 
extravagantly and abominably Vicious. Hence 'tis, that 
the Happineſs of New'England has been bur for a time, as it 
was forctold, and nat for a long time, as has been deſird. 
for us. A Vaiicty of Calamity has Jong follow'd this 
Plantaiion; and we have all the Reaſon imaginable to 
alcribe it unto the: Rebuke of Heayen npon us for our:

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manifoli Apoſtaſies ; we make no right uſe of our Diſaſters 
If we donot, Remember whence we are fallen, and repent, and 
do the firſt Works. But yer our ARiQions may ' come und:t

vea Eaſtyard, and its- Branches unto the ConneRticut, River 
weſtward, and the Hills were covered. with the ſhadow thereof. 
Bur, All choſe Attempts of Hell, have: hitherto becn Abor- 
tivc,, many .an Ebeney;r bas been Erefted unto the Praiſe 
of Gud, by His: Poor People acre; and Haveing obtained 
Help. from Ged, we continue to this.

Attzcque upon u'. We have been adviſed by ſome Credible 
Chriſtians yer alive, that a MalefaQor, accuſed of Witch- 
craft as well as Murder, and Executed in this place more than 
Forty Years ago, did then eive Notice of, 4n Horrible PLOT 
againſt the Countryby WI T CHCRAPFT, and a Founda- 
tion of W 1 T C HC RAFT then laid, which if it were not 
ſeaſonably diſcovered, would probably Blow up, and pull down all the 
Churches in the Country. And we have now with Horror ſcen 
the Diſcovery of ſuch a Fitchcraft ! An Army of Dems is 
horribly broke in upon the place which is the Center, and af- 
ter a fort, the Ferſt-borg of our Engliſh Settlements : and the 
Houſes of the Good People there are filled with the doleful 
Shrieks of their Children and Servants, Tormented by 
Invilible Hands, with Tortures altogether preternatural.

Grlianding Humane Afﬀairs arc at an end, If after fo 
many molt Voluntary Harmonious Conteffions, made by 
lacelligent Perſons of all Ages in ſund:y Towns, at ſe-

their Concernment, and give Demonſtration of their be- 
ing ſo Concerned, If the Devils now can ſtrike the 
Minds of Men with any Poyſons of ſo fine a Compolſt- 
tion and Operation, that ſcores of Innocent People ſhall 
Unite, in Confeffions of a Crime, which we ſee aftual- 
ly Committed , it is a thing prodig ons, beyond the 
Wonders of the former Ages, and it threatens no leſs 
than a ſort of a Diſſolution upon the World, Now, by 
theſe Confeſſions *tis Agreed, That the Devil has made 
a dreadful Knot of Whaitches in the Country, and by the 
help. of Witches has dreadfully increaſed that Knot : 
That theſe Witches have driven a Trade of Commil- 
{toning their Confederate Spirits,to do all ſorts of Miſchiefs 
ro the Neighbours, whereupon there have enſued ſuch 
Miſchieyous Conſequences upon the Bodies and Eſtates 
of the Neighbourhood , as could not etherwiſe be ac- 
counted fort Yea, That at prodigious Wirch-Meetings, 
the Wretches have proceeded fo far, as to Concert and 
Conſult the Methods of Rooting out the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion from this Country, and ſerting up inſtead of 1t, 
perhaps a more groſs Diaboleſm, that eyer the Worl 
ſaw betore.

The uſual 
Walls of Deftenice about Mankind have ſuch a Gap made in them, that

That the Devil is come down unto us with great Wrath, we find, we fel, 
we now deplore, In many ways, for many years hath the Devil been 
aſſaying to extirpate the Kingdom of our Lord Jeſus hexe. New Eng- 
land may complain of the Devil, asin P/al. 129, 1, 2, Many a time have 
they affiicied me, from my Touth, may New: England now ſay many a time 
have they afflicted me from my Toutb, yet they have not prevailed againſt me. 
Bur now there is a more than ordinary Aflifion, with which the Deril is 
Galling of us 3 and ſuch an one as is indeed Unparalleable, The things 
confeflcd by Hitches, and the things endured by Others, laid together, a= 
mount ynto this account of our Aﬀiion, The Devil, exhibiting him- 
ſelf ordinarily as a ſmall Black, Man, has decoy'd a fearful knot of proud, 
froward; ignoravt, envious and malicious Creatures, to lift themſclves 
in his horrid Service, by entring their Nzmes in a Book by him tendrcd 
unto them. Thele Witches, whereof above a Score have now Confeſſed, 
and ſhown their Deeds, and fome are now tormented by the Devils tor 
Confeſſing, have met in Helliſh: R andezvouzer, wherein the Confciors do 
fy, they haye had their Diabolical Sacraments, imitating the Baptiſi: 
ad the Swpper of our Lore.” In theſe haliſh Meetings, theſe Manllers 
hayeaflociated themſelves to do no lefs 2 thing than to deſtroy the King- 
dom : of our Lord Feſus Chriſt in theſe parts of the IVorld , and in order 
hereunto, Firlt, they-each of them have their Spheres or Devils, com-. 
mithon'd by them, and repreſenting of them, tobe the Engines of their 
Malice, By | theſe. wicked © Spettres they tieze poor People a 


bout tie 
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Country, with various and bloudy Tormerts 3 and of thoſe evidently 
preternatural Torments there are fome have dy'd, They have bewitched 
fome, even ſo faras to make Self- deſtroyers : And others are in many 
Towns here and there languiſhing under their Evil hands. The People 
thus afflicted, are miſerably ſcratched !and bitten; fo that the Marks are 
molt vilivle to all the World, but che Cautes rutterly inviſible: And the 
{ame invilible Furics do moſt viſibly ttick Pins into the Bodies of the 
AﬀMlidcd,and ſcale them, and hideovſly diltort and disjoint all their Mem- 
bers, bilides a thouſand other fopts of Plagues beyond theſe, of any na- 
rural Diſeaſes which they give unto them, Yea, they fometimes drag 
$016 POOT People OuL of their Chambers, and carry them over Trees and 
Bills tor divers Miles together, A large part of the Perfons tortured by 
thete Diabvlical Spedres, are horribly tempted by them, ſometimes with 
fair Promiſes, and ſometimes with hard Threatnings, but always with 
telc Mileries to lign the Devils Lars in a Spectral Bouk laid before them; 
which two or three of theſe poor Suftcrers, being by their rirefome Suf- 
ferings overcenie to do, they have immctiately been releaſed'from all 
their Miteries, and they appeared in Spedre then to torture thoſe that 
were betore their Felloiv-Sufferers, The Witches. which by their Cove- 
nant with the Devil, are become Owners of Spedtres, are often: times 
by their own Specires required and compelled to give their Conſent, 
for the moleitation of forne, which they had no mind otherwiſe to fall 
upcn 3 and cruel Nepredations are then. made upon the Vicinage. In 
the Profecution of theſe Witchcrafts, among a thoufand other: unac- 
countable things, the Sp:@res have an odd faculty of cloathing the moſt 
{ubſtantial and corporeal Inſtruments of Torture with Invilbility, while 
the Wounds thereby given have been the molt palpable things in the 
World 3 ſo that the Sufferers afſaulted with Inftraments of Iron, wholly 
unſeen to the Standers-by, though, to their Colt, ſeen by themſelves, 
have, upon ſnatching, wreſted the Iniiruments out of the SpedFres hands, 
ard eyery one has then immediately not only beheld, but handled anlron 
Intirament taken by a D-vil from a Neighbour. Theſe wicked Spefres 
have proceeded (© far, as to fteal (everal quantities of Mony from divers 
People, partof which Mony has, before (ufficient Spc&ators, been dropt 
out of the Air into the hands of the Sufferers, while the Specrer have 
bees urging them to ſubſcribe theis Covenant with Death. In ſuch extra» 
vagant ways have theſe Wretches propounded the Dragooning of as ma- 
ny as they can in their own Combination, and the Deſtroying of others, 
with lingring, ſpreading, deadly Diſeaſes, till our Country ſhould at 
laſt become tohot for us. Among the Ghaltly Inſtances of the Sxcceſs 
which thoſe Bloody Witches have had, ve have ſeen even ſome of their 
own Children ſo dedicated unto the Devil, that in their Infancy it is 


found 
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found the Impr have ſacked them, and rendred them venemons to a Pro- 
degy. We have allo (een the Devils firſt Batteries upon the Town, 
where the firli Church of our Lord in this Colony was gathered, pro- 
ducing thoſe diftraQtions, which have almoſt ruin'd the Town. We 
have (een likewiſe the Plague reaching afterwards into other Towns far 
and ncar, where the Houſes of good Men have the Devils blling of them 
with terrible Vexations ! 

This is the Defccnt, which it fees, the Devil has now made apon 
us. But that which makes this Detcent the more tormidablc, is, The 
multitude and quality of Perſons accuſed of an Intercftt in this Witch- 
craft, by the Ethcacy of the Spedres which take their Name and Shape 
upon then 3 cauſing very many good and wile Men to tear, That many 
innocent, yea, and (ume vertwows Perſons, are by the Devils in this mat- 
ter impoſed upon ; Thatthe Devils have obtain'd the power, to take on 
them the likeneſs of harmleſs people, and in that likeneſs to ali 
other people, and be {0 abuſed by Prettigious Demons, that upon their 
look or touch the aff Qed ihall be odiy affected. Arguments from the 
Providence of God, on the one fide, and from our Charity towards Man 
on the other tide, have made this now to become a molt agitated Con. 
troveriie among, us. There is an Agony produced in the minds of Men, 
leſt the Devil ſhould ſham us with Devices, of perhaps a finer Thred, than 
was ever yct practiſed upon the World, The whole buſmeſs is become 
hereupon (o ſnarled, and the determination of the Queſtion one way os 
another, ſo diſmal, that our Honourable Judges have a room for Fehoſha- 
phat's Exclamation, Ie know not what to do ! They have uſed, as Judges 
have heretofore done, the Speral Evidences, to introduce their turther 
Enquiries into the Lives of the perſons accuſed ; and they have therc- 
upon, by the wondertul Providence of God, been fo {irengthened with 
otber Evidences, that ſome of the Witch Gang have been fairly executed. 
But what ſhall be done, as to thoſe againſt whom the Evidence is chict- 
ly founded in the dark World ? Here they do folemnly demand our Ad- 
drefles to the Father of Lights ov their behalf. But in the mean time, the 
Devil improves the Darkneſs of this Aﬀair, to puſh us into a Blind Mans 
Buffet, and we arc even ready to be finfally, yea, hotly and madly, maul- 
ing one another in the dark, 

The conlequence of theſe things every canſiderate man trembles at , 
and the more, bccaule the frequent Cheats of Paſſion and Rumour, 
do precipitate (0 many, that'T wiſh 1 could ſay, The moſt were conſide-. 
rate. e 


But chat which carries on. the formidableneſs of our Trials, unto 
that which may be called, 4 wrath ©unfo the uttermoſt, is this:; It. is not 
without the wyath of the Almighty God himlelf, that the Devil is per- 
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mitted thus to come down upon, us in wrath, ' It wasſajd'in Iſa 9. 19: 
Through the wrath of the iLard. of Hyſts the Land is darkred. Obs Land

How much 
more now ought we to humble our ſelves under that Mighty Hand of that 
God, who indeed has the Devil in a Chai, but has horribly lengthened 
vut the Chain ! When the old Pcople of God heard any Blaſphemier, 
tearing of his ever-blefled Name to picces, they were to rend their Cloaths 
at what they hcard, 1 am fure that we have caule. to rend owr Hearts 
this day, whet we ſec what an high Trcalon has been committed againſt 
the motit High God, by the Witchcrafts in our Neighbourhood; We 
may ſay ard thall we not be hambl-d when we fay it ?

Sexes, who have profeſſed much Knowledge, Holinefſi and Devotion, are. 
drawn into this damnable Pratiice. | {uppole the Door in the tirft of

Il. Since the Devil is come down in great wrath upon us, let nut us in 
our great wrath againſt one another provide a Lodging for him. Ir was 
a molt whollom Caution, in Eph. 4. 26, 27. Let nat the Sun go down 
pon your wrath : Neither give place to the Devil, The Devil is come 
down to fee what Barter he !hall tind among us: And it his coming 
down, do now fill us wth wrath againſi one another ; and it beeween 
the Cauſe of the Sufferers on one hand, and the Cauſe of the Sulpe&ed 
on the other, we carry things to ſuch Extreams of Paſjon as are 
naw gaining upon us, the Devil will bleſs himſelt to find tuch a con- - 
v:nient Lodging as we (hall therein afford unto him. And it may be 
that the wrath which we have had againſt one another, has had more 
than a little Influence upon the coming down of the Devil in that 
wrath which now amazes us. Have not many of us bcen Devils one un- 
to another for Slandcrivgs, for Back-bitings, for Animoſities ? For this, 
among other Cauſes, perhaps, God has pern:itted the Devils to be wor- 
rying, as they nor are, among us. Bf it is high time to leave. off 
all Deviliſm, when the Devi! himſclf is falling upon.us: And it is no 
time for us to be cenſuring and reviling- one another, with a Diveliſh 
wreth, when the wrath of the Devil is annoying us. The way for us 
to out-wit the Devil in the Wiles with which he now vexes us, would 
be for us to joyn as one Man in our Cries to God, for the directing and 
ifſfuing of this Thorny Buſineſs; but if we do not lift wp our Hands © 
Heaven withoxt wrath, we cannot then do it witbont dowbt, of Ipceding

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in it, | am aſhamed when I read French Authors giving this Character 
of Engliſh-men, | Ts ſe haiffent Les uns bs autres, & ſont en Diviſion 
eontinuelle. | They hate one ancdher, and are always Quarrelling one with 
another. And I (hall be much more aſhamed, if it become the Cha- 
rater of New-Englan ders; which is indecd what the Devil would 
have. Satan would make us bruiſe one another, by breaking of the 
Peace among us : But O let us diſappoint them, We read of a thing 
that ſometimes happens to the Devil, when he is foaming with his 
wrath, in Matth. 12.43. The unclean Spirit ſecks reſt, and finds none, But 
we give reſt unto the Devil, by wrath one againit another. If we would 
lay afide all fierceneſs and keenneſ(s, in the Diſputes which the Devil 
has raiſed among us'3 and if we would uſe to one another none but the 
ſoft Anſwers, which turn away wrath z | ſhould hope that we might light 
upon ſuch Counſels, as would quickly extricate us out of our Labyrinths. 
Burt the old Incendiary of the World is come from Hell, with Sparks of 
Hell-Fire flaſhing on every ſide of him; and we make our f{clves Tynder 
to the Sparks. When the Emperor Henry II. kept the Feaft of Pentecoſt, 
at the City of Ments, there aroſe a Diffention among ſome of the People 
there, which came from Words to Blows, and at latt it paſſed on to the 
ſhedding of Blood. Aﬀter the Tumult was over, when (hey came to 
that Clauſe in their Devotions, Thor baſt made this day glorions. The 
Devil, to the inexpreſfible Terrour of that valt Aſſembly, made the Tem-- 
ple ring with that Ont-cry, But I have made this day Quarrelſome! We 
are truly come into a day, which by being well managed, might be very 
Glorious, for the exterminating of thole Accurſed things, which have hi. 
therto been the Clogs of our Proſperity : But if we make this day quar-. 
relfome, through any Raging Confidences, Alas, O Lord, my Fleſh trembles 
for fear of thee, aud T am afraid of thy Fudgments, Eraſmus, among, 
other Hitiorians, tells us, that at a Town in Germany, a Witch or De- 
vil appeared on the top of a Chimney, threatning to fet che Town on 
Fire; And at length. ſcattering a Pot of Ahes abroad, the Town was 
preſently and horribly burnt unto the Ground, Methinks 1 ſee the 
Speres from the top of the Chimneys to the Northward, threatning to 
(catter Fire about the Countrey 3 but let us quench that Fire by the 
molt amicable Correſpondencies 3 leſt, as the Spedire: have, they (ay, 
already moſt literally burnt ſome of our Dwellings, there do come forth 
a further Fire from the Brambles of Hell, which may more terribly De- 
vour us. Let us not be like a Troubled Houſe, although we are to much 
haunted by the Devils, Let our long ſuffering be a wcell-piaced picce ot 
Armour about us, againſt the Fiery Darts of the wickes ones. Hiliory. 
informs us, That fo long ago as the year 858, a certain Pettilent ard 
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Malignant fort cf a Damon, moleſted Carmont in Germany,” with all 
forts of Methods to ſtir up Stiife-aamong the Citizens. He uttered Pro- 
phecies, he detected Villanies, he brar.ded People with all kind of 1r- 
famies. He incenſed the Neighbourhood againſt one Man prrticularly, 
as the caule of all the Miſchiets 3 who yet proved himſclt innocent. He 
threw Stones at the Inhabitants, and at length burnt their Habirations, 
till the Commiſſion of the Demon could go no further, 1 ſay, let us be 
well aware Iclt (ich Demons do come bither alſo, 


[1]. Inaſirwch as the Devil is come down in great Wrath, we had need 
Iibour with all the care and (peed we can, to divert the great wrath of 
Heaven from coming at che {ame time upon us. The God of Heaven has 
with long and lovd Admonitions been calling us to a Reformation of our 
provoking Evils, as the only way to avoid that wrath of His, which does 
not only threaten,but conſume us. *Tis becauſe we have been Deaf to thoſe 
Calls that we are now by a provoked God laid open to the Wrath of 
the Devil himſelf. It is ſaid in Prov. 16. 7. When a mans ways pleaſe | 
the Lord, he maketh even his Enemies to be at peace with bim. The Devil 
is our grand Enemy 3 and though we would not be at peace with him, 
yet we would be at peace from him, that is, we wou'd have him un- 
able to diſquiet cur Peace. But inaſmuch as the wrath which we endure 
from this Enemy will allow us no peace, we my. be fure our ways have 
not pleaſed the Lord, It is becauſe we have brok-n the Hedge of God's 
Precepts, that the Hedge of God's Providence is not {0 entire. as it ules 
to be about us 3 but Serpents are biting of us.

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Enquiries after our provoking Evils , and our Endeavours to reform thoſe 
Evils, are moſt extraordinary things; for which cauſe I would freely 
ſpeak it , if we now do not ſome extraordinary things in ſpeedily re- 
turning to God, we are the moſt incurable ; and I wiſh it be not quickly 
ſfaid,the moſt miſerable People underithe Sun. Believe me, *5 a time for 
all people to dolomething extraordinary, in ſearching and trying of their ways, 
and in turning to the Lord. It is an extraordinary rate of Circumſbeion and 
Spiritual mindedneſs , that we ſhould all now maintain a wa!k with God. 
At {uch a time as this, ought not Magiſtrates to do ſomething exrranrdi- 
nary in promoting of what is laudable, and in reſtraining and chaſtifing 
of Evil doers. Ar fuch a time asthis, ought not Miniſters to GO (:meching 
extraordinary in pulling che Souls of Men out of the Snares of the 1e- 
vil, not only by publick Preaching , but by pzrſonal Viſits ard Counſels, 
from h:uſe to bouſe. At ſuch a time asthis oug'tt Churches to Y ſomerhing 
extraordinary, in renewing of their Covenants, an in rem:mbting an: 
reviving che Obligations of what they have renewed, Some admirable 
Deſigns about the Reformation of Manners, have lately bzen on foot in 
the Engliſh Nation , in purſuance of the moſt excellent Admonitions 
which have been given for it,by the Letters of their Mayeſties. Beſides 
the vigourous agreements of the Faſtices here and there in the Kingdom, 
aſſiſted by godly Gentlemen and Informers, to execute the Laws uyon pro- 
phane Offenders ; there has been ſtarted a Propolal for the well affected 
people in every Pariſh , to enter into orderly Societzes , whereof ever 

Member ſhail bind himſelf , not only to avoid prophineneſs in himfelt, 
bur alſo according unto their place,to do their utmoit in firft Reproving z 
and if it mult be ſo, then Expoſing , and ſo Puniſhing, as the Law di- 
res, for others that ſhall be guilty. Ic has been obſerved, that the 
Engliſh Nation has had ſome of its great Succeſſes, upon ſome ſpecial 
ani fignal Actions this way; and a diſcouragement given unto Legal 
procecd ngs of this kind, mult needs be very exerciſing to the 7/7/e.that 
ob/er-ve theſe things, But O why ſhould not N:zw England be the mo!t for.

A Narrative of an APPARITION which a Gen- 


teman in Boſton , bal of bis Brother , juſt then Mur- 
4 thered in London. 


T was on the Secor.d of May in the Year 1687, that a moſt ingeriious 
accompliſhed and well diſpoſ.d Gentleman , Mr. 7c/:p5 Beacon, by 
Name, about five a Clock in the Morning, as he lay,whcether Sleeping or 
Waking he could nat ſay, (but judged the latter of them) had a View cf 
bis Brother then at Zondon,althio he was now himſclt at our Uiſten diſtanced 
from him a thouſand Leagues. T vis his Brother appea!'a unto kim in the 
orning abcur five a Clock a: Buſty, having On him a Bengal Gown, 
which he uſually wore,with a Napkin tyed about his Head ; his Counte- 
nance 
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nance was very Pale, Gaſtly, Deadly, and he had a Bloody 
Wound on one ſide of his /Forehead. Brother ! (xys the af- 
frighted Foſeph. Brother, anſwered the Apparition. Said 
Foſeph, What's the matter Brother ? How came you here ? The Ap: 
parition replied, Brother, I have been 14ſt barbarouſly ana inju- 
rioufly Butchered, by a Debanched drunken Fellow, to whom I ne- 
ver did any wrong in my Life. Whereupon he gave a particu- 
lar Deſcription of the Murderer ; adding, Brother, Thu Fellow 
changing his Name, attempting to come over unto New-England, 
i Foy or Wild : Iwould pray yor en the firſt Arrival of either of 
theſe, to get an Order from the Governour,to Seize the Perſon whom 
I have now deſcribed 5 and then do you Indift bim for the Murdet 
of me your Brother: I'll ſtand by you and prove the Indictment. 
And ſo he vaniſhed. Mr. Beacon was extreamly aſtoniſhed ar 
what he had ſeen and heard; and the people of the Family 
not only obſerved an extraordinary Alteration upon him, for 
the week following, but have allo given me under their hands 
a fall Teſtimony, that he then gave them an Account of this 
Apparition. 

All this while, Mr. Beacon had no advice of any thing amiſs 
attending his Brother ther! in Enpland ; but about the latter 
end of Fuve following, he underſtood by the common ways 
ol Communication, that the April before, his Brother going 
in haſte by Night to call a Coach for a Lady, met a Fellow 
then in Drink , with his Doxy int his Hand : Some way or o- 
ther the Fellow thought himſelf Aﬀeronted with the haſty 
paſſage of this Beacon, and immediately ran into the Fire- 


ſide of a Neighbouring Tavern, from whenee he fetch'd out 


a Fire-fork , wherewith he grievouſly wound&d' Beacon in 
the Skull ; even in that very part where the Apparition 
ſhow'd his Wound. Of this Wound he Languiſhed until he 
Dyed on the Second of May, about five of the Clock in the 
Morning at London. The Murderer it ſeems was endeavou- 
ring to Elcape , as the Apparition affirmed , but the Friends 
of the Deceaſed Beacon, Seized him; arid profectiting him at

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UT: I ſhall no longer detain my Reader from his ex- 
pected Entertainment, in a brief Account of the Try- 
als which have paſſed upon ſome'of the Malefactors lately 
Executed at Salem;for the Witchcrafts whereof they ſtood Con- 
victzd. For my own part, I was not preſent atany of them ; 
nor ever had I any Perſonal prejudice at the Perſons thus 
brought upon the Stage 3 much leſs at the ſurviving Relations 
of thole Perſons, with and for whom I would be as hearty a 
Mourner as any Man living, in the World: The Lord Comfort 
them! Bur having received a particular Commiand fo to do, [ 
can do no other than ſhortly relate the chief Matters of Fact, 
waich occur'd inthe Tryals of ſome that were Executed, 1n 
an Abridgment Colleed out of the Court-Papers, on this OC- 
calion put into my hands. You are to take the Truth, juſt as 
it was; and the Truth will hurt nogood Man. There might 
bave been more of theſe, it my Book would not thereby have 
{wollen too big; and if ſome other worthy hands did not per- 
haps intend ſomthing furcher in theſe ColleFions ; for which 
caule I have only ſingled out Four or Five, which may ſerve 
co illuſtrate the way of Dealing, wherein W/itcherafts uſe to be 
concerned ; and 1 report matters not as an Advocate, but as 
an Hiſt orian. | 
They were: ſome of the Gracious Words inſerted in the 
Adyice, which many of the Neighbouring Miniſters did this 
Summer humbly lay before our Honourable Judges, Ie can- 
not but with all thankfulneſs, acknowledge the ſucceſs which the 
Merciful God bas given unto the Sedulows and Aſſiduous endeavours 
fl our Honourable Rulers,to dete&# the abominable Witchcrafts which 
ave beew committed in the Country ; bumbly Praying, that the 
diſcovery of theſe myſterious and miſchievious vicke neſs, may be 
perfefed. If in the midſt of the many Diſſatisfations among 
us, the Publication of theſe 'Tryals, may promote ſuch a pi- 
ous Thankſulneſs unto God, for Juſtice being ſo far executed 
among us, I ſhall Rejoyce that God is Gioritied ; and pray 
that no wrong ſteps of ours may ever fully any of his Glori- 
ous Works.

[ T may caſt ſome Light upon the Dark things now in 4- 
merica, if we juſt give a glance upon the like things lately 
happening in Europe. We may (ce the Witchcrafis here moſt

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exatly reſemble the Witchcrafis there z and we may learn 
what ſore of Devils do trouble che World. 

The Venerable Baxter very truly ſays, Fudge Hale was a 
Perſon, than whom, no man was more Backward to Condemn a 
Witch, without full Evidence. 

Now, one of the lateſt Printed Accounts about a Tryal of 
Witches, is of what was beiore him, and it ran on this wiſe, 
| Printed in the Year 1682. |] And it 1s here the rather menti- 
oned, becauſe it was a Tryal, much conſidered by the Judges 
ol New England. 

[. Roſe Cullender and Amy Duny, were ſeverally Indicted, 
tor Bewitching Elizabeth Durent, Ann Durent, Fane Bocking, 
Suſan Chandler, William Durent, Elizabeth and. Deborah Pacy, 
and the Evidence whereon they were Convicted, ſtood upon 
divers particular Circumſtances. 

Il. Ann Durent, Suſan Chandler, and Elizabeth Pacy, when 
they came into the Hall, to give Inſtructions for the drawing 
the Bills of Inditments, they tell into ſtrange and violenc 
Fits, ſo that they were unable to give in their Depoſitions, 
not only then, but alſo during the whole Afſizes. William 
Durent being an Infant, his Mother Swore, That Amy Duny 
looking after her Child one Day in her ablence, did. at her. 
return confeſs, that ſhe had given ſuck to the Child : (cho' 
jſhe were an Old Woman:) Whereat, when Durent exprefſed 
her diſpleaſure, Duny went away with Diſcontents and Me- 
NaCes, | 

The Night after, the Child fell into ſtrange and ſad Fits, 
wherein it continued for divers Weeks. One Dr. Facob advi- 
led her tohang up the Childs Blanket in the Chimney Cor- 
ner all Day, and at Night when ſhe went to put the Child 
into ic, if ſhe found any thing in it, then to through it with- 
out fear into the Fire. Accordingly at Night, there tell a 
great Toad out ot che Blanket, which ran up and down the 
Hearth. A Boy catch'c it, and held it in the Fire with the 
Tongs, where it made an horrible Noiſe, and flaſh'd like to 
Gun-Powder, with a report like that of a Piſtol: Whereup- 
onthe Toade was no more to be ſeen. The next Day a Kinl- 
woman of Duny's told the Deponent, that her Aunc was all 
grievoully ſcorch'd with the Fire, and the Deponent goipg to 
her Houle, found her in ſuch.a Condition. Dwny told her, 
ſhe might thank her for it 5 butſhe ſhould live to {ze lome of 
her Children Dead, and her ſelf upon Crutches. But after the 
Burning of the Toad, this Child recovered. This: 
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This Deponent further teſtified, That her Daughter El:z.a- 
beth, being about the Age of ten Years, was taken in like 
manner as her firft Child was, and in her Fits complained 
much of Amy Duny, and ſaid, that ſhe did appear to her, and 
afflit her in ſuch manner as the former. One day ſhe found 
Amy Duny in her Houſe, and thriſting her out of Doors, Duny 
ſaid, Ton meed not be ſo angry, your Child won't live long. And 
within three days the Child died. "The Deponent added, thac 
ſhe herſelf, not long after taken with ſuch a Lamenels in both 
ber Legs,that ſhe was forcedto go upon Crutches,and ſhe was 
now in Courtupon them. | It was Remarkable,that immediate- 
ly upon theJuries bringing in Duny Guilty, Durent was reſtored 
untothe uſe of her Limbs,8& went home without herCrutches.)] 
HI. As for Elizabeth and Deborah Pacy, one Aged Eleven 
Years, the other Nine ; the elder being in Court, was made 
utterly ſenſeleſs, during all the time of the Trial : or at leaſt 
ſpeechleſs. By the direction of the Judge, Duny was privately 
brought to Elizabeth Pacy, and ſhe rouched her hand: where- 
upon the Child, withoutſo much as ſeeing her,ſuddenly leap'd 
up and flew upon the Priſoner ; the younger was tooill to be 
brought into the Aflizes. But Samuel Pacy, their Father, teſtifi- 
ed, that his Daughter Deborah was taken with a ſudden Lame- 
neſs ; and upon the grumbling of 4my Duny, tor being denied 
ſomething, where this Child was then fitting, the Child was 
caken with an extream pain in her ſtomach, like the pricking 
of Pins; and ſhrieking ata dreadful manner,like a Whelp, ra- 
ther thana Rational Creature. The Phyſicians could not con- 
jecture the cauſe of the Diſtemper ; but 4my Duny being a Wo- 
man of ill Fame, and the Child in Fits crying out of Amy Du- 
»y, as afſfrighting her withthe Apparirion of her Perſon, the 
Deponent ſulpe&ted her, and procured her to be ſet in the 
Stocks. While ſhe wasthere, ſhe ſaid in. the hearing of two 
Witneſſes, Mr. Pacy keeps a great ſtir about hs Child, but let 
him ſtay tilf be has done as much by bs Children as I have done by 
mine : And being asked what ſhe had done to her Children, ſhe 
anſwered, She had been fain to open ber Childs Mouth with a Tap 
ro give it Vituals. The Deponent. added, that within two 
days the Fits of his Daughters were: ſuch, that they could:not 
preſerve either Lite or Breath, without the helpot a Tap. And 
that the Children cry'd out of Amy Duny, and of Roſe Cullen- 
der, as affliting them with her Apparition. 


IV. The: 
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IV. The Fits of the Children were various. They would 
ſometimes be Lame on one fide, ſometimes on t'ather. Some- 
times very lore, ſometimes reftored unto their Limbs , and 
chen Deaf, or Blind,or Dumb, for a long while together, Up- 
on the Recovery of their Speech,they would Cough extream- 
ly, and with much Flegm, they would bring up Crooked pins, 
and at one time, a Two-penny Nail, witha very broad Head, 
Commonly ac the end ot every Fit, they would caſt up a pin. 
When the Children Read, they could not pronounce the 
Name of Lord, or Jeſus, or Chriſt, but would fall into Fits ; 
and lay, Amy Duny ſays, I muFt not uſe that Name. When they 
came to the Narae of Satan or Dewi!, tney would clap their 
Fingers upon the Book, crying out, The bites, but it makes me 

eak right well! The Children in their Fics would often Cry 
out, There ſtands Amy Duny,or Roſe Culiendar 3 and they would 
afterwards relare, That theſe Witches appearing before them, threat- 
ned them, that if they told of what they ſaw or beard, they would 
Torment them more than ever they did before. 

V. Margaret Arnold, the Silter to Mr. Pacy, Teſtifi'd unto 
the like Suffet ings being upon the Children, at her Houſe, 
whether her Brother had removed them. And that iome- 
times, the Children (on!y) would ſee things like Mice, run a- 
bout the Houſe ; and one of them ſuddenly ſnap'd one 
with the Tongs, and threw it intothe Fire, where ir {creech- 
ed oat like a Rat. At another time, a thing like a Bee flew 
at the Face of che younger Child, the Child tell into a Fir, 
and at laſt Vomited up a Twe-penny Nail, with a Broad Head ; 
afficming, That rhe Bre brought ths Nail, and forced it into her 
Avuth, The Chiid would in like manner be atlaulted with 
Flies, which broughtcrooked Pins unto her, and made her 
firſt {wallow them, and then Vomit chem. She one day caught 
an Inviſible Moul2, and chrawing ic into the Vice, it fluſh'd 
like ro Gun-Powder. None beſides the Child ſaw the Mouſe, 
bat every one ſaw thz Flaſh. She allo declared out of her Fits, 
that in them, Amy Dum; muchtempred her todeitroy herlelt. 

VI. As for Ann Durent '\, her Father teitifed, That upon a 
Diſcontent of Roſe Calender, his Daughter was taken with 
much Illneſs in her Stomach, and great and fore pains, ke the 
pricking of Pirs, and then Swooning Fits, from which re- 
covering, flie ceiiared, She had ſeen the Apparition of Role © ul 
lender, threatzing to Torment her. She likewiſe Vomited up 
divers Pins. The Maid was preſent at Court, but when 

: Cullender 
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Cullender looked upon her, the fell intoſuch Fits, as made her 
utterly unable to declare any thing, 

Amr Baldwin depoſed the ſame. 

VII. Jane Bocking, who was too weak to be at the Aﬀizes, 
but her Mother Teſtified, that her Daughter having former- 
ly been Afﬀicted wich Swooning Fits, and Recovered of 
them, was now taken with a great pain in her Stomach,and 
New Swooning Fits, That ſhe took little Focd , but every 
day Vomited Crooked pins. In her firſt Firs, ſhe would ex- 
cend her Arms , and ule poſtures as if ſhe catched at ſome- 
thing; and when her Clutched Hands were forced open,they 
would find ſeveral pins diverſely Crooked , unaccountably 
lodged there. She would alſo maintain a Diſcourſe with ſome 
that were inviſibly preſent, when caſting abroad her Arms,ſhe 
would often ſay, I will not have # | but ac laſt ſay, Zhen 1 will 
have it | and clofing her hand, which when they prelently af- 
ter opened, a Lath Nail was found init. Buther gi: cat Com- 
plaints w2re of being viſited by the ſhapes of Amy Duny, and 
'Roje Cullender, | 

V1IL. As for Suſan Chandler , her Mother Teſftificd, That 
being at the Search of Roſe Cullender, they found on her Belly 
a thing like a Teat, of anlnch long; which the ſaid Roſe. at- 
cribed to a ſtrain. But nearher privy parts.they found thiee 
more, that were {maller than the former. At the end of the 
long Teaz, there was a lictle hole, which appeared as it new- 
ly Sucked ; and upon {training it, a white Milky Matter iſfu- 
'ed our. 'i he Deponent turcher ſaid , That her Daughter be- 
Ing cne Cay concerned at Roſe Cullenders, taking her by the 
hand ſhe fell very fick, and ar night cry'd out, That Roke Cul- 
lender wouis come to Bed unto ber, Her Firs grew violent, and 
in the Incervalsof them, the declared, That jhe ſaw Ro'e Cul- 
lender mm 1h+92 , and once having of a great Dog with her She 
allo Vomited up crooked pins; and when ſhe was brought in- 
to Court, the tell into her Fits. She recovered her ſelf in ſorne 
time, and was asked by the Court, whether fhe was ina con- 
dition to take an Oath, and give Evidence She fzid ſhe coplid, 
but having been Sworn, ſhe te'l into ber Fits again, and Furn 
hir | Burn her | were all the words that ſhe could obtain 
power to ſpeak.

TX.Bere was the ſum of the Evidence:which was not thought 
ſufficient to Convict the Priloners. For admitting the Chil- 
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dren were Bewitched, yet, 1aid he, it can never be appiy'd unto the Pri- 
{oners, upon the Imagination of the Parties only AﬀyUed ; inaſmuch as 
no perſon whatſocyer copld then be in Safety. 

Dr. Brown, a very Learned perſon then prelent, gave his Opinion, that 
theſe perſons were bewitched. He added, that in Denmark, there had 
been lately a great diſcoycry of Witches ; who uſed the veiy ſame way 
of afflictirg people, by conveying Pins and Nails into them. His ori 
on was, that the Devil in Witchcrafrs, did work upon the Bodys of M-n 
and Women, upon a Natural Foundation ; and that he did Extraorcinat)- 
ly afl.t them, with ſuch Diſtcmpers as their Bodies were mcſt fubj-Ct 
unto.

X1. However, to ſtrengthen the Credit of what had been already produ- 
ccd aga:nſt che Piiloners, ove John Soam teſtifd, that bringing home his 
Hay in 'Thiree Caris, one of the Carts wrenched the Window of Roſe Cul- 
lenders Houſe, whercupon }.c flew out , with violent Threatningsagainſt 
the Deponent. The other two Carts, paſled by twice, Loaded, that day 


afterwards z but the Cait which touched Callenders Houle, was twice or 


thrice-that day overturned. - Having again Loaded it, as they brought ic 
thro? the Gate which leades outof the Fie}d, the Carr ſtruck {o faſt-in ihe 
Gates Head, that they could not poſſibly ger it thro. but were forced to cur 
down the Poſt of the Gare, to make the Cart paſs thro, altho they could 
not 'perceive that the Carr did of cithcr {ide rouch the Gare-Poſt.

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XIII. As for Amy Duny, "was. Teſtifi'd 'by one Richard Spencer that he 
heard her ſay, That the Devilwoutd not let her Reſt >, until ſhe were Revenged 
0 the Wife of Corneiivs Sand{ſwel. And that Sandfwe/ teſtif'd,that her Poul 
tv dy'd {uddainly, upon Amy Dunys threatening of them; and thatd het 
Huwbards Chimnny tcll, quickly after Duny had ſpoken of {uch a diſaſter, 
And a Firkin cf ith could nor te kept from falling into the Water, upon 
tupicious Words of Dunys.

And for other ſuch things he was accuſ.:d-, 
nol about thirty Teftimonics were brought in againit him ; nor were 
thele judged the halt of what might have bcen conſidered for his Cenvicti- 
ot : However they were cnough to fix the CharaCter of a Witch upon 
him according to the Rules of Reaſon in, by the Judicious Gavle, in that 
Ca'e direCted. 

II. Ihe Court being ſenfible, that the Teiiimonics of the Parties Be- 
witched, uſed ro have a Room among(t the Sulpecions or Pretumprions, 
brought in againſt one Indicted for \Virchcrafe ; there wete now 
heard the T cllimonies of ſeveral Perſons, who wr-re moſt notgrioutly 
Bewitched, and every day Tortured by invilible Hands, and thele now 
all charged the SpeQties of G. B. to have a ſharc in their Torments Ar 
the Examination of this G. B. the Bewitched People were previouſly har- 
raſfed wich Prerernatural Mitfchicts, which could not potlibly be Diſſem« 
bled; and they all ſtil] aſcribed it unto the endeavours of G. B. to Kill 
them. And now upon the Iryal g one of the Bewitched Pcrions, te- 
ſtified thar in her Agonies, a liale black Haired Man came ro her, ſay- 
his name Was B, and bidding her fet her hand ro a Book which he ſhews 
ed unto her ; and bragging that he was a Conjurer, above the ordinary 
Rank of Witch's; That he oficn periecured her with the offer of that 
Book, ſaving, She ſhould be well, and need fear no body if (he would but fpn 
it; Nut he 1: figed crul Pains and Hwmrs upon her, becauſe of her de- 
nying loto dc. The Teſtimonies of the other Sutfcrers co: :curred with 
theirs and it was remarkable, that whereas Biting was one of the ways 
Which tie Witches fed for the vexing the Suffcrers; when thev cryed 
our of G.Ff, Biing them, the priut of their Tech would bs teen a1 the 
Fieſh of the Compiainers, and juſt tuch a fer of Teeth a3 G, B;

of ſome other M:n. Others of them teſtified, that in their Tormoits,

HF. Ic has been a trecquent thing for the bewitched People to be enter- 
fined with Apparitions of Ghoſts of Murdred People, at the ſame time 
rhac the Spettres of the Witches trouble them. T hele Ghoſtsdo always 
abright the bcholdcrs more than all the other ſpcAral Repreſentations; 
and whenihcy exhibit chemlelves, chey cry out, of being Mardred by ct c 
Wichcrafts or other Violences of the Perions who are then in Speftre pre- 
ſent, Ir js further conſidered, that once or twice, thele Apparitions have 
b cn ſeen by others,2t the very {ame tine they haye ſh2wn themſelves to the 
Bewitched 3 and leldom haye there been rhele Apparitions, but when ſomc- 
thing uaulual or unſuſpeCtcd, have attended the Death of the Party thus 
appearing. Some that have been accuſed by thele Apparirions accoſting of 
the Bewitched People, who had never heard a word of any ſuch Perſors 
ever bring in the world, have upon a fair Examination, freely and fully 
conicileg the Mutthers of thoſe very Perſons, altho? rheſe alſo did ner 
know how the Apparitions had complainedof them. Accordingly leye- 
1a! ot the Bewrched, had giyen in their Teſtimony, that they had been 
ronbled with the Apparitions of two Women, who ſaid, that they were 
G B's two Wives, and that he had bcen the death of chem ; and that the 


Magiſtrates muſt be told of it, betore w2om it B, upon. his Tryal denicd it, 


they cid not know but that they ſhould appear again in Court, Now 6G. 
B. had becn Infamous for tie barbarous uſage of his two late Wives, all 
the Counniry over.

IX. Sarah. Atkinſon teſtifi'd, That Suſanna Martin came from Ames: 
bury to their Houle at -Newbary,' in an extraordinary Seaſon, when 
it was not fit for any to Travel. She came (as ſhe ſaid,” to Arkinſon) 
all that long way on Foot. She brag'd and ſhew'd how dry ſhe 
was ; nor could it be perceived that 19 much as the Soles of her 
Shoes were wet. - Atkinſon was amaze at it ; and profeſſed, that 
inc ſhould her ſelf kave been. wet up to the knees, if ſhe had then 
come fo far ; but Martin reply'd, She ſcorn'd to be Drabbled! It was 
noted, that this: Teſtimony upon her Trial, caſt her in a very fin- 
gular Confuſion. | 

X. Tohn Preſſy teſtified, That being one Evening very unaccounta- 
bly bewildred, near a Field of Martims, and fveral times, as one 
under an Enchantment, returning to the place he bad left, at lengeh 
he ſaw a marvellous Light,about the bignels of an Half-buſhel, near 
two Rod, out of the way. He went, and ſtruck at it with a Stick, 
and laid it on with all his might.. 'He gave it near forty blows ; ant 
telt it-a palpable Subſtance. Bur going from it, his Heels were {truck 
up, and he was laid with his Back on the Giound, fliding, as he 
thought, into a Pit; from whence he recover'd by taking hold on the 
Buſh ; 'altho afterwards he could find no ſuch Pit in the place. Hav- 
ing, afcer his recovery, gone five or ix Rod, he ſaw Suſanna Martin 
ſtanding on his Left-hand, as the Light had done bctore; bur the 
changed no words with one another. He could ſcarce find his Houſes 
in his return ; but at length he got home extremely atfrighted. The 
next day, ic was upon enquiry underſtood, that Martin was in a 
miſerable condition, by pains and hurts that were upon her. 

It was further teſtified by this Deponent, That aſter he had given 
in fome Evidence againſt Suſamne Martin, many yca's ago, ſhe gave 
him foul words about it ; and faid, He ſhould never proſper more ; par- 
ticularly ,7hat be ſhould never have more than two Cows; that tho he was 
wer [0 likely to have more, jet he ſhould never have them. And that fom 
that veiy day to this, namely for twenty years together, he could

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tim by the Finger; fo that the Print of the bite is now, ſo long af- 
ter, to be ſeen upon him. 

XII. But beſides all theſe Evidences, there was a moſt wonderful 
Account of one Foſeph Ring, produced on this occaſion. | 

This Man has been ſtrangely carried about by Demons, from one 
Witch-meeting to another, for near two years together ; and for one 
quarter of this time, they have made him, and keep him Dumb, 
tho he is now again able to ſpeak. "There was one T. H. who havin 
as *tis judged, a deſign of engaging this Foſeph Ring in a ſnare of De- 
viliſm, contrived a while, to bring this Ring two Shillings in debe 
unto him, 

Afterwards,this poor Man would be viſited with unknown ſhapes, 
and this T. H. ſometimes among them ; which would force him a- 
way with them,unto unknown Places,where he ſaw Meetings, Feaſt- 
ings, Dancings ; and after his return, wherein they hurried him alon 
through the Air, he gave Demonſtrations to the Neighbours, that he 
had indeed been ſo tranſported. When he was brought unto theſe 
helliſh Meetings, one of the firſt things they {till did unto him, was 
to give him a knock on the Back, whereupon he was ever as it bound 
with Chains, uncapable of ſtirring out of the place, till they ſhould 
releaſe him. He related, that there often came to him a Man, who 
preſented him a Book, whereto he would have him fet his Hand; 
promiſing to him, that he ſhould then haveeven what he would; and 
preſenting him with all the deleable Things, Perſons and Places, 
that he could imagin. But he refuſing to ſubſcribe, the buſineſs 
would end with dreadful Shapes,Noiſes and Screeches, which almoſt 
{cared him out of his Wits. Once with the Book, there was a Pen 
offered him, and an Inkhorn with Liquor in it, that ſeem'd like 
Blood : But he never toucht it. 

This Man did now affirm, That he ſaw the Priſoner at ſeveral of 
thoſe helliſh Rendezvouzes. 

Note, This Woman was one of the moſt impudent,{currilous, wick- 
ed Creatures in the World; and ſhe did now throughout her whole 
Tryal, diſcover her ſelf to be ſuch an one. Yet when ſhe was askec'; 


whar ſhe had to fay for her fell? Her chief Plea was, That ſhe had 
lead a moſt wirtuozs and boly Life. 


IV. The Tryal of Elizabeth How, at the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, Held by Adjournment at Salem, June 30.

crate then. charged upon her ; the Court according to the 
uſtial 


uſual Proceedings of the Courts in England, in ſuch Caſes, began 
with hearing the Depoſitions of ſeveral afflicted People, who were 
grievoully tortured by ſenſible and evident Witcocrafts, and all com- 
plained of the Prifoner, as the cauſe of their Trouble. It was alſo 
found that the Sufferer were not able to bear her Look ; as likewiſe 
that in their greateſt Swoons, they diſtinguiſhed her Touch from 0- 
ther Peoples, being thereby raiſed out of them. 

And there was other Teſtimony of People to whom the Shape 
of this How, gave Trouble nine or ten Years ago. 

II. It has been an uſeual thing for the Bewitched Perſons, at the 
ſame time that the SpeFres repreſenting the Pitches, troubled them, 
to be viſited with Apparitions of Ghoſts, pretending to have been 
Murdered by the Witches then repreſented. And ſometimes the Con- 
teffions of the Witches afterwards acknowledged thoſe very Mur- 
ders, which theſe Apparitions charged upon them; tho they. had ne- 
ver heard what Informations had been given by the Sufferers. 

There were ſuch Apparitions of Ghoſts teſtified by ſome of 
the preſent Sufferers ;- and the Ghoſts affirmed, that this How had 
Murder'd them: Which things were fear'd, but not prov'd. 


IIL This how had made ſome attempts of joining to the Church **: 


at Ipſwich, ſeveral Years-ago; but ſhe was denied an admiſſion into 
thar holy Society ; partly through a ſuſpicion 'of Witchcraft, then 
urg'd againſt her. And there now came in Teſtimony of preterna- 
tural Miſchiefs, preſently befalling fome who had been inftrument- 
al to bar her from the Communion: whereupon ſhe was Intruding. 
IV. There was a particular Depofirion of Foſeph Stafford, That 
his Wife had-eonceiv'd-an extreme averſion to this How, 'on the re- 
ports of her Witchcrafts: But How one day taking her by the Hand, 
and ſaying, I believe you are not ignorant of the great Scandal I lye un- 
der, by an evil Report raiſed upon me. She immediately unreaſonably 
and unperſwadeably, even like one Enchanted, began to take this 
Woman's part, How being ſoon after propounded, as defiring an 
admiffion to the Fable of the Lord, ſome. of the Pious Brethren 
were diſſatisfied about her The [Eldeis appointed a Meeting, to 
hear Matters objected againſt her; and no Arguments in the World 
could hinder this good Wife Stafford from going tothe Lecture. She 
did indeed proiniſe, with much ado, that ſhe would not go to the 
Church-meeting, yet ſhe could not refrain going thither alfo. How's 
affairs there were ſo canvaſed, that ſhe came off rather Guil:y than 
Cleared; nevertheleſs, good gt Stafford could not forbear taking 
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her 
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her by the Hand, andfaying, Tho,you, are Condemned before Men, you 
are Fuſt ified befure God. She was quickly taken in a very ſtrange man- 
ner, Ranting, Raving, Raging and crying out, Goody How muſt 
come into the Church 3 ſhe # a precious Saint 53 and tho ſhe be Condemn'd 
before men, ſhe is. Fultified before God. S0 the Ccontinucd for the ſpace 
of two-ox three Hours; and: then feil into a Trance. But coming 
ro her ſelf, ſhe cry'd out, Ha! Iwas miſtaken; and atterwards again 
1epeated, Ha + I was miſtaken! Being asked by a ſtander by, Where- 
#1? She replied, 1:bought Goody How had been a precious Saint of God, 
but now I fee ſhe s a Witch: She has Bewitched me, and my Child, and 
we ſhall never be-well till there b2 a Teſtimony for her, that ſhe may be 
raken into.the Church.. And How laid atterwards, that ſhe was very 
ſorry to ſee Stafford at the Church meeting mentioned, Stafford 
aftez this, dec!ar'd her ſelf to be afflicted by. the, Shape of How, and 
trom that Shape, ſhe endured many Milcries. _ 

V.Fobn How,Brother to the Husband of the Priſoner teſtified,that 
he retufing.to.accompany. the , Priloner unto her Examination, as 
was by her deſired, immediately fome of his-Cattle-were Bewitchei 
to Death, leaping three or. four Foot high, turning about, ſpeaking, 
falling and dying at: once ;. and going,to.cut off an. Ear for an'uſe, 
that might as well perhaps have been .omitted, the. Hang, whefein 
ke held his Knits, was: taken,very Numb, and ſo it remained, and 
tull of Pain, for ſeveral days, being not well atthis very time. And 
he ſuſpe&ed the Priſoner tor the Author of it. TE 
VI. Nebemzah Abbot teltified, that unuſual and miſchievous, Acci+ 
dents would befall his Cattle, when, ever he. had any. Difference 
with this Priſoner:.,; Once particularly ſhe wiſh'd his Ox Choxk'd ; 
and warhin a Jittle while, that Ox was Chaak'd, with, a {Farnep .in 
his Throat,” At,an8ter time. refuſing to lend his Horſe at the requeſt. 
of her Daughter, the Horſe was 1n a.preternatural manner abuſed. 
And ſevera] other add things of that kind were Teſtified. [ene

Thi? things in. themſelves were trivial, but. there being ſuch a.

thers, 24artha Wood gave her Teſtimony, that alittle after her Father 
had been employed in gathering an account, of How's,Converfation,, 
they once and again loſt great quantities of Drink out of their Vel-

V. The Tryal of Martha Carrier, at the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer , Held by Adjournment at Salem, Augult 2; 
1692, 


]. Artha Carrier was Indi&ted for the Bewitching certain 

Perſons; according tothe Form uſual in ſuch Cafes, plea- 
ding Not Guilty to her Inditment; there were firſt brought in a 
conſiderable number of the Bewitched Perſons, who not only made 
the Court ſenſible of an horrid Witchcraft committed upon them, 
but alſo Depoſed, That it was Marths Carrier, - or het Shape, that 
grievouſly Tormented them, by Biting, Pricking, Pinching and 
Choaking of them. It was farther depoſed, that while this Car- 
rier was on her Examination before' the Magiſtrates, the - poor Peo- 
ple were ſo Tortured, that every one expected their'Death upon 
the very ſpoz, but that upon the binding of Carrier they were ea- 
ſed. Moreover, the Look of Carrier then laid the Afivted people 
for Dead; and het Touch, if her Eye-at the'fame 'tite-were off 
them, raifed them again: Which things were alſo now'feeri upon 
her Tryal. And it was teſtified, thar upon the mention of ſome 
having their Necks twiſted almoſt round by the Shape of this Car- 
4 e replied, Ir's no- matter tho their: Necks bad been twiſted quite 
off & Von ol noole erh.4os, 
II. Before the Tryal of this Prifoner, ſeveral of her'own Chil- 
dren had frankly-and fully confeſſed, not'offly that they were 
Witches themſelves, but that this their Mother had made them fo. 
This Confeflion they made with great ſhews of Repentance, and 
with much demonſtration of truth. They related Place, Time, Oc- 
cafion ; they: gave an account of Journeys, Meetings and Milchiefs 
by them performed, and were- very Credible' in -what they ſaid: 
Nevertheleſs this Evidence was not ' produced againſt the Priſoner 
at the Bar, inaſmuch as there was' other Evidence enough'to pro- 
ceed upon. : 

ILL. Benjamin Abbot gave bis Teſtimony, That laſt March was a 
twelve Month,” this Carrier-was very angry with him, upon laying 
out fome Land, near her Husband's : Her Exprefſions in this An- 
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Anger, were, That ſhe would ſtick as cloſe to Abbot as the Bark tuck 
to the Tree ; and that be ſhould repent of it afore ſeven Years came to an 
end, ſo as Dr. Preſcot ſhould never cure him. Theſe words were heard 
by others beſides Abbot himſelf ; who alſo heard her ſlay, She would 
bold bis Noſe as cloſe to the Grinſtone as ever it was hel# ſince bis name 
was Abbot. Preſently after this, he was taken with a Swelling in 
his Foot, and then with a Pain in his Side, and exceedingly tor- 
mented. It bred unto a Sore, which was launced by Dr. Preſcor, 
and ſeveral Gallons of Corruption run out of it. Far fix Weeks it 
continued very bad, and then another. Sore bred-in the Groin, 
which was alſo lanced/ by Dr. Preſcor. Another Sore then bred in 
his Groin, which was likewiſe cut, and put him to very great, Mi- 
ſery : He was brought unto Death's door, and ſo remained until 
Carrier was taken, and carried away by the Conſtable, from which 
every Day he began to mend, and ſo grew berter every Day, and 
is well ever ſince. ; off 

Sarah Abbot alſo, his Wife, teſtified, That her Husband was not 
only all this while aflited in his Body, bur alſo that ſtrange excra- 
ordinary and unaccountable Calamities befel his Cartel; their 
Death being ſuch as they could gueſs at no natural Reaſon for. 

IV. Allin Toothaker teſtified, that Richard, the Son of Martha Car- 
rjer, having ſome difference with him, pulPd him down by ctie Hair 
of the Head. When he roſe again, he was going to ſtrike at Rich- 
ard Carrier ; but fell down flat on his Back to the ground, and had 
not power to ſtir hand or foot, until he told Carrier he yielded; and 
then he ſaw the ſhape of Martha Carrier, go off his Breaſt, 

This Toothaker, had received a Wound in the Wars ; and he now 
ceſtified, that Martha Carrier told him, He ſhould never be Cured. Juſt 
afore the Apprehending of Carrier, he could thruſt a Knitting-Nee- 
dle into his Wound, four inches deep ; but preſently atter her being 
{eifed, he was throughly healed. 

He furcher teſtified, that when Carrier and he ſometimes were at 
variance, ſhe wonld clap her hands at him, and ſay, He ſhould get 
nothing by it ; whereupon he ſeveral times loſt his Caue), by ſtrange 
Deaths, whereof no natural Cauſes could -be given. 

V. Fobn Rogger alſo teſtified, "That upon the threatning words of 
this malicious Carrier, his Cattle would be ſtrangely bewitchzd; as 
was more parcicularly then deſcribed. 

VI. Samuel Preſton teſtified, that about two years ago, having ſume 
difterence with Martha Carrier, he loit a Cow in a ſtrange preterna- 
tural unuſual manner ; and about a Month atter this, cu faid: Car- 
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rier, having again ſome difference with him, ſhe told him ; He had 
lately loft a Con, and it ſhould not be Ieng before he loſt another ; which ac- 
cordingly came to-pats; tor he had z:thiiving'and wel-kept Cow! 
which wichour afily-krown'caule quickly fell down and died.” © 

VIE. Phebe Chandler reftified;: that about a Fortnight before tha 
apprehenſion of Ma#tha Carrier, on a Lordsday,” while the Palm 
was ſinging in the Church, this Carrier then took her by the Shoulder 
and ſhaking her, asked her,where ſhe lived : the-made her no Anſwer, 
altho as Carrier, who lived next door to-her Father's Houſe; conld 
not if reafor but know who. ſhe was. . Quiokly. atter this, as ſhe was 
at ſeveral times crofling the Fields, the heard'a Voice, that ſhe took 
to-be Martha Carriers, arid. it feemed as if it was over her head. The 
Voic? told her, ſhe ſhould within two or three' days be poiſoned. 'Accord- 
ingly, within fuch-a little time, one lalf of her right hand, became 
greatly ſwollen, and very painful; as aifo part of her Face; where- 
oi ſhe can give no account how it came. Ir continued very-had for 
ſomedays; and ſeveral tinics-lince, ſhe: has had -a great pain if her 
Breaſt ; and been ſo ſeiſed on her Legs, that ſhe has hardiy been able 
to go. She'added, that lately, going well to the Houſe of Gol, Rich- 
ard, the Son of Martha Carrier, look 4 very earneſtiy-upon her, and 
iminediately her Hand, which had . formerly-been poitaned, as'is a- 
boveſaid, began-to:pain her greatly;: andſhe had a ſtrange butnin> 
at-her Stomach; but was then ſtruck Deaf, fo that ſhe could nor hey 
any of the Prayer, or Singing, till the-rwo or three liſt 'words of the 
Pſalm. [#4 | - Haturn 

ViII. One-Foſter, who confefled ter own ſhare in the WitCheraft 
for which the Priſoner ſtood indicted, afhrn'd, that ſhe had ſeen 
the Priſoner at ſome of their /3tch-meetings,. and that is was this Car- 
ricr, who perſwaded her tobe a Witch. - She confeſſed, that'the De- 
vil carry'd them oi a Pole,co a Witch-meerting 3 but the Pole broke, 
and the hanging about the, Carrier's Neck, they both fell down, and 
ſhe then received an hurt by the Fall, whereof ſhe was not at this 
very time recovercd. | | 
. IX. One Lacy, who likewiſe confeſſed her ſhare in this Wicchcrafr, 
now teſtified, and that ſhe and the Priſoner were once bodily pre- 
ſent at a Witch-meeting in 'Salem Village ; and that the knew the Prifo- 
ner to be a Witeh,, and to have been at a Diabolical S2crament, and 
that che P;iloner was the undoing of her, and her Children, by entt- 
cin! them into the Snare of th: Devil. 

X.- Another Lacy, who allo confeſſed her ſhare in this Witchcraft, 
now reſtitied, that che Vriloner was at the-/{itch meeting, -1n Salem 
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Village, where they had Bread and Wine adminiſtred unto them, 
In the time. of this Pritoner's Trial, one Sr/annz Shelgon, un 
open Court had: her Hands unaccountably tyd togerer with, a 
Wheel-band, fo faſt, that without cutting, it could not be Toofed : It 
was done by a.Spe&rez and the Sufferer aftirm'd, it was the Prilonets. 
Memorandum. This Rampant Hag, Mariha Carrier, was the Perſon, 
of whom the Confeflions of the Witches, ang ot ker own Childzen, 
among the reſt, agreed, That.the Devil promiſed her, ſhe ſhoulll by 
Queen of .

Accidents 
of their ay.: He. adviſed them when to March, ;aud where to Stay, 
and withas \ bis Compandment ghey woved ne. - The firſt thing they dud,

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which they ſet always in the midſt of their Camp, and they placed the 
Ark upon an Altar. When they, tired with Pams, talked of proceed- 
mg no further in their Tourney, than a certain pleaſant Stage, whereto 
they. were arrived, this . Devil in ove Night, horribly Rill'd them that 
had ſtarted this Talk, by pulling out their Hearts. And ſo they paſſed on 
till they came to Mexico. 

The Devil which ther thus imitated what was in the Church of 
the O/d Teftament, now among ws would imitate. the Aﬀairs of the 
Church in the New. The Hitches do ſay, that they form them- 
{elves much after the manner of Congregational Churches ; and that 
they have a Baptiſm and a Supper, and Officers among them, abomi- 
nably Reſembling thoſe of our Lord. 

But there are many more of theſe Bloody Imitations, if the Con- 
teflions.of the Witches are to be received ; which I confeſs, ought to

IT. In all the Witchcraft which now grievouſly Vexes us, I know 
not whether any thing be more unaccountable, than the "Trick 
which the Witches have to render themſelves, and their Tools Inwi- 
fible. Witchcraft ſeems to be the Skill of applying the Plaſtic Spirit 
of the World, unto ſome unlawtul purpoſes, by means of a Conte- 
deracy. with Evil Spirits. Yet one wonld wonder how the Evil 
2 themſelves can do ſome things ; eſpecially at' Inwiſebilizing of 

e groſleſt- Bodies. I can tell the. Name of an ancient Author, 
who pretends to ſhew the' way, how a Man may come towwalk 
about Izvi/ible, and I can teil the Name of another ancient Author, 
who pretends to Explode that way. But I will not ſpeak too plain- 
ly, left-I ſhould unawares Poiſon ſome” of my Rea#ers, as the Pious 

Cas | ; Hemingins 
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Hemingins did one of his Pupils, when he only by way Diverſion 
recited a Spell, which, they had ſaid, would cure Agnes. Thus much 
I will fay ; The notion of procuring ' Invi{ibility, by any | Natural 
Expedient, yet'known, is, I believe, a meer PLINYBM ; How far 
it may be obtained by a Magical Sacrament, is beſt known to the 
dangerous Knaves that have -try*d it. But our Witches do ſeem to 
have got the knack ; and this is one of the Things, that make me 
think, Witchcraft - will not be tully underſtood, - until the day when 
there ſhall not be one Witch in the World. ; 

There are certain People very. Dogmatical about theſe Matters ; 
but P'll give them only theſe three Bones to pick. 

Firſt, One of our bewitch'd People, was cruelly affaulted by a 
Spettre, that, ſhe ſaid, run at her with a Spindle; tho no body elite 
in the Room, could ſee either the SpeFre or the Spindle. Act laſt, in 
her Miſeries, giving a ſnatch at the Spe&re, ſhe pull'd the Spind!e 
away, and it was noſooner got into her Hand, but the other Peo- 
ple then 'prefent, beheld, that it was indeed a real, proper, Tron 
Spindle, belonging they knew to whom'; which when' they: lock'd 
up very fafe, it was nevertheleſs by Demons unaccountably itole 
away, to do further miſchief, 

Secondly, Another of our bewitclyd People, was haunted with 
a moſt abuſive 'SpeFre, which came to her, ſhe ſaid, with a Speer 
abour' her. ' After ſhe had undergone a deal of Teaze, from the 
Annoyance of the Spe&#re, ſhe gave a violent ſnatch at 'the Sheet, 
that was upon it ; where from ſhe tore a Corner, which in her 
hand immediately became /:/ible to a Room full of Spetators; a pal- 
pable Corner of a Sheet. Her Father, who was now holding her, 
catch'd that he might keep what his Daughter had fo ſtrangely 
ſeiſed, but the unſeen Spe&re had like to have pull'd his hand off, 
by endeavouring to wreſt it from him ; however he ſtill held it,arid 
I ſuppoſe has it ftill to-ſhew ; it being but a few hours ago, namely 
about the beginning of this Ofober, that this Accident happened in 
the Famuly of one Pitman, at Mancheſter. 

Thirdly, A young Man, delaying io procure Teſtimonials for 
his Parents, who being under confinement on ſuſpicion of Witcheraf?, 
required him to. do that ſervice for them, was quickly purſued 
with odd Inconveniences. But once above the reſt, an Officer go- 
ing to put his Brand on the Horns of ſome Cows, belonging to theſe 
People, which tho he had feifed for ſome of their Debts, yer he 
was willing to leave in their Poſſeflion, for the Subſiſtence of the 
poor Family : this young Man help'd in holding the Cows to be 
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thus branded. The three firſt Cows he held well enough; but when 
the hot Brard was clap'd upon the Fourth, theiawmc'd and fſbrunk at 
iach.a Rate, as that he could hold the Cow no longer. Being after- 
wards Examined about it,he confeſſed, that at that very inſtantwhen 
the Brand entred the Cows Horn, exactly the like burning Brand.was 
clap'd upon His own "Thigh ; where he has expoſed the laſting Marks 
of it, unto, ſuch as asked to ſee them. FL

IH. Ifa drop of Izzocent Blood thould be ſhed, in'the Proſecutian - 
of the Witchcrafts ainong us, how unhappy are we ! For which 
cauſe, I cannot expreſs my cit in better terms, than thoſe of a moſt 
Worthy Peiſon, - who lives.near the preſent Center- of thele things. 
The Mind of God mm theſe Matters, u to be carefully. looks into, with due 
Circumſpettion, that Satan veceive us not with his Devices, who transſorms 
bimſelf into an Angel of Light, and may prettnd Fuſtice and yea intend 
Miſchief.

The Exccution of fome that have lately dycd,. has been immedi- 
ately, attended, with a {tyange Deliverance of fomg,\that. had lain 
tor many yea's, in a molt fad Condition, under;-they knew:.ngr 
whole evil, bands. As T am abundantly 1atisfied, That: many of the 
Sel Murders committed here, have been the effects of a-cruel and 
bloody Witchcraft, letting fly Damons upon the miſerable Seeca's; 
tvs, it has bezn admirable unto -me to ſee,;; how a devylilh 
WWacho aft (ending Devils upon them, has driven many' poor Peopie 
to Deſpair, agd perſecuted their Minds, with ſuch buzzes of Athe:ſ74 
and Blaſpbemy, as has made them even run difvsFed with'Tervors : 
And tome long bow'd downs under fuch-a Spirit of Infermity, have becn 
marveliouſly recovered upon the death of the Witches. 

One: Whetford particularly ten years ago, challenging of Bridget 
Biſhop: (whole Tiiat you have had) with ſtealing of a Spoon, Biſhop 
tizicatned her very direiully : preſently ;atter this, was Whetford 11 
the Night, and in her Bed, vilued by Biſhop, with one Parker, who- 
making the Roon light at chew coming in, there diſcourſed of 1c- 
veral Miſchicfs they wouid inflidt upon her. At laſt they puli'd her 
out, and cariied her unto the Sv2-ſide, there to drown her ; bur ſhe 
calling upon God, they leir her tho not without Expretiions of TNT 

ury. 
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Fury ., From that- very time, this poor -Whetford was utterly ipoilr, 
and grew a tempted, froward, crazed lort of a Woman ; a Vexation 
to her ſelf, and all about her ; and many ways unreaſonable. In thus 
Diſtraction ſhe lay, till thoſe Women were Apprehended, by the 
Authority ; thea ihe began to mend; and upon their Execntion, was 
preſently and perfectly recovered, from the ten years Madneſs that 
had been upon her,

IV. 'Tis a thouland piries, that we ſhould permit our Eyes to he 
ſo Blood-ſhot with Pafſions, as to lole-the fight of many wonderfal 
things, wherein the Wiſdom and Juſtice of God, would be glorified. 
Some of thole things, are the frequent Apparitions of Ghoſts, 
whereby many old Murders among us, come to be conſidered. 
And, among many Inſtances of this kind, I will ſingle out one, 
which cancgrned a poor Man, may Preſet unto Death; becauſe of 
his refuſing toiPleadt tor his Lite, 1 ihall make an Extract of a Let- 
ter, which was 'written to my Honourable Friend, Samuel Sewal, 
Eq; by Mr. Putman. to this purpoſe ; | 

* The laſt Night my Daughter Ann was grievouſly tormented 
© by Witches, threatning that we ſhould be Preſſed to Death, before 
© Giles Cory. But through the Goodnels of a Gracious Gad, ſhe had 
© at laſt a little Reſpite ; Whergupan there appeared unto her (ſhe 
*1aid) a Man in a: Winding-iheet, who told her, that Giles Cory 
* had Murderrd him by Preſſing him to Death with his Feet ; but 
* that the Devil: there appeared unto him, and Covenanted with 
* him, and promis'd him, He ſhould n9t be Hanzed. "The Appariti- 
© on ſaid, God hardned his H2art, rhat he jhould not hearken to 
* tothe advice of the Court, and io. vie an eafie Dgath ;. becauſe as 
* it Jaid, It muſt be done to him as he bas done to' me. The Appari- 
* tion alla faid, that Giles Cory was carried to the Court for this, 
* and that the Jury had founl che Murther, and that hev-Pather 
- * knew the Man, and the thing was done before ſhe was: Born. 

* Now Sir, this is not a little ſtrange ro us,” that no body ſhould re- 

* member theſe things all the white that G:les Corp was in Prilen, 
© and ſo often before the Court. For all People now remeraþber 
* very well, ( andthe Records of the Court allo mention it ) That 
* about Seventeen Years ago, Ges Cory kept a Man in his: Hople, 
* that was almolt a Natura] Fool ; which Man diced Suddenly : A 
* Jury was Impannel'd upon him, among whom was Dr. Zerobba- 
* bel Endicat ; who found the Man bruiz'd; ro Death, anl having 
* clodders of Blood about his Hart. Taz Jary, whereof ſeveral are 
* yet alive, brought in tie Man Murdezed ; but as if fome Enchangs-- 
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© ment had hindred the Proſecution of the Matter, the Court pro- 


© ceeded not againſt Giles Cory, tho it coſt him a great deal of Mony | 


*to get off. Thus the Story. .

UT is New-Enzland the only Chriitian Country, that hath 
undergone ſuch Diabolical Moleſtations ? No, there are other 
g004 People, thar have in this way been” harraſſed ;* but none in 
Circumſtances more like to Orzrs, than the People of God in Sweed- 
land. The ſtory is a very famous one, and it comes to ſpeak Ez- 
liſh by the accute Pen of the Excellent and Renowned Dr. Horneck. 
1 hall only ſingle out a few of the more Memorable Paſſages there- 
in Occurring ; and where it- agrees with what happened among 


our ſelves, my Reader ſhall underſtand, by my inlerting a word of 


every ſuch thing in BlackLetter,  _. 

IT. It was in the Year 1569, and 1670. That at Mohra in Sweed- 
land, the Devils by the help of Witches, committed a molt hor- 
rible Outrage. Among other -Inſtances of helliſh Tyranny there 
exerciſed, One'was, that- hundreds of their Children were ufually 
in the Night fetch'd from their Lodgings, to'a' Diabolical Rendez- 
vouz, 'at a place they call'd Blockula, where the Monſters that fo 
Spirited' them, Tempted them all manner of ways to Afſoctate 
with them. Yea, ſuch were the perilous growth of this Witchcraft, 
that Perſons of Quality began to ſ{cnd their Children into other 
Countries to avoid 1t. | k 

HI. The Inhabitants had earneftly fought God by Paper, and 
pert their Aﬀtliction continued. Whereupon Judges had a {peci- 
al Commrſſtton to find and root out the Heliiſh Crew; and the 
rather, becauſe another County in the Kingdom, which had been 
io moleſted, was deliver'd upon the Execution of the Witches. £ 
THE. The Examination was begun with a day of [Dunitfiation 
appointed by Authority. Whereupon the Commitiioners Ton- 
{ulting how they might refiſt.tuch a dangerous Flood ; the Sufitr- 
ids ; img 
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ing Childzen were firſt Examined ; and tho they. were Queſti- | 
oned Mne by Ont a part, yet. their Declarations all agze Dd. 
The Witches Accusd in theſe Declarations, were then Exami- 
ned ; and tho at firſt they obſtinately Denied, yer at length many 
ofthem ingenuouſly Confeſſed the Truth of what the Children 
ſaid ; owning wich Tears, that the Devil whom they called Locyra, 
had Stopt cheir Mouths ; but he being now gone from then, 
they could JNo longer Conceal the Buſineſs. 'The things by them 
acknowledged, moſt wondertully agreed with what other Witches 
in other places had confeſſed. 

IV. They confeſſed, that they did uſe to Call upon the 
Devil, who thereupon would carry them away over the tops of 
Houſes, to a Green Meddow, where they gave themſelves unto 
him. Oaly one of them ſaid, that ſometimes the Devil only took 
away her Strength, leaving her Bodp on the Ground ; but ſhe 
went at other times in Bob too 

V. Their manner was to come into the Chambers of People, 
and fetch away their Children upon Beaſts oi the Devil's provi- 
ding; promiſing Fine Cloaths and other fine Things unto them, to 
inveagle them. They ſaid,they never had power to do thus,till of late; 
but now the Devil did Plague and "Beat them, it they did not 
gratific him in this piece of Miſchief. They ſaid, they made uſe of 


- all ſorts of Tnſkruments in their Journeys! Of Men, of Beaſts, 
of Poſts ; the Men they commonly laid Aſlzep at the Place where- 


to rhey Rode them, and if the Children mentioned the JNames 
of them that ſtole them away, they were miſerably Scurged for 
it, until ſome of them were Killed. The Judges tound the marks 
of the Laſhes on ſome of them ; but the. Witches. ſaid, Thep 
would quickly vaniſh. Moreover, the Children would be in 
ftrange Fits, after they were brought home from chele Tranſpor- 
tations, 

VI. The firſt thing they ſaid they were to do at Bloekula, was 
to give themlelves unto the Devil, and CJow that they would ſerve 
him. Hereupon they cut thetr fingers and wich Blood writ 
their Names in his Book. And he alſo cauſed them to be Bap 


tifed by tuch JÞtieffs as he had in this Horrid Company. In fome 


of them the Mark of the Cut finger was to be found ; they aid that 
the Devil gave Meat and Drink, as to Them, 1o to the Chiidren they 
brought with them;that atrerwards their Cuſtom was to Dance betore 
him, and-Swear arid Curſe moſt horribly. They ſaid, that the Devil 
ſhewed them a greac Frightful cruel Dragon, telling them, If rhey 
confeſſed any thing, he would let looſe thac great Devil upon them :
